The 
money was wisely spent on getting 
sponsorship packages and other 
necessary items to get the operation 
up and running. Everyone worked 
hard to piece together a sponsorship 
package, find contact names and 
numbers for firms and various 
companies. Due to this effort, Canada 
Law Student Games has collected 
close to $70,000 in sponsorship. 

Soon, we will also collect quite a bit 
of money in delegation and student 

fees. 



This brings us to the first 
important question: where is this 
money going? The money is being 
used in two ways. First, it is being 
employed to finance various activities 
that will be taking place during the 
Law Games. The set activities include 
3 days of sports, the academic moot, 
the opening ceremony, pub crawl, the 
Friday night party and the banquet. 
Second, the money is being used for 
services that are necessary for the 
smooth functioning of the games, such 
as the hotel(everyone coming needs a 
place to sleep), transportation (does 
anyone really want to walk in freezing 
cold weather?) and communication 
methods (news letters, program book. 



phones etc...). 

The second important 
question is: is the money being spent 
wisely? The answer to this question 
has a lot to do with budgeting and 
budgeting in turn depends on the 
availability of expenditure alternatives. 
Each V.P. worked hard to negotiate 
the best price for all the possible 
alternatives and then the final deci- 
sions on what alternatives to choose 
were made. In some cases the 
decisions were put to a vote and in 
other cases a joint decision was taken 
by Marianne and me. Concerning the 
money itself, I decided on the best 
banking options that would minimize 
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fees and maximize the interest 
collected.

G rant McIntyre visait 
juste lorsqu’il a ecrit 
dans le dernier numero 
du Quid sur l’epineuse 
question des affirmations faites 
par les etudiants aux bureaux d’avocats lors 
des courses aux stages et emplois d’ete.

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The Discourse and Lexicon of Occupation: 

A Quest for an “Ideal Occupation”.

hesitated before replying to 
Alain Murad’s article, thinking 
that there was no need discuss 
ing further irreconciliable 
positions. 1 noted, though, that 
it was easier for him to interpret my 
words as questioning the legitimacy of 
the State of Israel rather than de- 
nouncing the agressive occupation of 
the West-Bank and Gaza strip, which 
was the sole object of my previous 
article. 

A second necessary precision is 
that contrary to what was assumed in 
another article, 1 am not from the 
Middle-East and do not understand 
why one should be from the Middle 
East and/or in the Middle East to be 
interested in the situation of the 
Occupied Territories and the peace 
process generally. 

This article will be limited to 
a few comments on the general 
discourse and the careful selection of 
lexicon related to occupation in Mr 
Murad’s article. 

My “one-sided, one-dimen- 
sional (...) commentary” was certainly 
more objective than the distorted 
version of facts and history which 
characterize the Israeli official position 
and, for that matter, Alain Murad’s 
article. No objective observer would 
seriously maintain that the Israeli 
occupation of Palestinian lands does 
not actually exist, or that “Israel was 
forced there” since 1967. Hence the 
use of a very specific terminology 
widely spread in the official discourse. 
“Disputed territories is used in the 
article rather than “occupied territo- 
ries” just as the acceptable discourse 
norms would require to speak of 
“natural growth of neighbourhoods 
rather than “settlement expansion . 
Such terminology as “belligerent” or 
“military occupant” in describing 
Israel’s role in the Palestinian territo- 
ries was carefully avoided, a terminol- 



ogy nonetheless used by the interna- 
tional community at large and interna- 
tional law. 

Then comes the - expected - 
reference to the “generous offer” by 
Israeli ex-prime minister Barak, 
rejected by ungrateful Palestinians. 
While the Oslo Agreements were 
going on, land expropriation was 
continuing on a large scale with the 
correlative settlement expansion on 
already fragmented areas. Besides, the 
offer was to relinquish the right of 
return, renounce to sovereignty over 
Jerusalem, and have non-contiguous, 
reservation-like autonomous areas 
with an Israeli military presence and 
permanent control on borders and 
resources. Barak’s opening offer 
included an appropriation of 12% of 
the West Bank and Gaza strip (I think 
that the final offer by Clinton was a 
9% annexation) out of the remaining 
22% of historical Palestine, and this 
with no corresponding concession. 

Was also raised the - too 
often heard - discourse to the effect 
that Palestinians are “fermenting their 
children on diets of hate”. Hanan 
Ashrawi (a prominent Palestinian 
figure, member of the Palestinian 
Legislative Council) describes very 
well this phenomenon of “dehuman- 
ization” of Palestinians, which justifies 
all forms of brutal treatment. Dehu- 
manization of the Palestinian popula- 
tion took the extreme form of theories 
such as the deliberate sending out by 
parents of their children on the 
passage of bullets to gain the attention 
of the media. To suggest that Western 
media are paid by Palestinians to 
report on Israeli violations is also 
remarkable... This is part of the Israeli 
official discourse that Palestinians 
cynically invent occupation, “targeted” 
assassinations, house confiscations, 
and the killing of 1 74 of their children 
since September 2000. But to remind 



this would probably be “preach[ing] 
pious platitudes” again. 

Another disconnection from 
reality is the decontextualized use of 
the rhetoric of “war”, “assailants”, 
without once acknowledging that 
maybe occupation could be the origin 
of insecurity, and that an end to it 
would be the start of a peace process. 
While legitimate, security concerns 
have justified unacceptable dispropor- 
tionate responses under the form of 
attacks not discriminating between 
military and civilian objectives, 
disregarding the fact that residents of 
the West-Bank (including East 
Jerusalem) and Gaza Strip, as civilians 
under occupation, are “protected 
persons” under international law. 

The doctrine of “military 
necessity” has been exploited to 
eradicate any mention of the occupa- 
tion, which is by definition 
irreconciliable with peace, security, 
and human rights. Rather, even more 
coercion is the means used to achieve 
a state of “normal”, “quiet”, “ac- 
cepted” occupation allowing the 
pursuit, under military orders, of 
settlement expansion, population 
tranfers and road networks. (The 
Israeli organization Peace Now 
reports the establishment of 25 new 
settlement sites in the West-Bank since 
February 200 l’s prime ministerial 
elections) 

Never before was occupation 
sought to be “normal” or “safe”. 
Security is the outcome of a just 
peace, and a just peace can only be 
achieved on the basis of equality of 
rights. So long as Palestinians will be 
seen as “inhabitants of disputed 
territories” and not as a nation with 
inalienable rights, the injustice will 
perdure, and the future will be 
uncertain for people on both sides.

I n response to Yasmine 

Hadjoudj’s article [...], I would 
like to bring to light the 
situation, as seen outside the 
confines of Ramallah. 

Hadjoudj’s claim: Since 

September 2000, almost 4 million 
square meters of cultivable land has 
been destroyed and hundreds of 
thousands of olive trees uprooted, 
crops destroyed, in order to establish 
illegal permanent Israeli settlements. 

Fact: These random numbers that 

have been thrown out are unsubstanti- 
ated by any source. Even though some 
olive trees have been cut-down, it was 
not for the building of settlements, but 
rather for the protection of Israelis 
who were being shot upon and 
ambushed by Palestinians hiding 
within these areas. Ms. Hadjoudj also 
claims that Palestinians must deal with 
“curfews... and other suppression... 
just because they are Palestinians.” 
Security measures are imposed on the 
Palestinians not because they are 
Palestinian, but because there are 
terrorists among them whom the 
Palestinian Authority is unwilling to 
restrain. 

Hadjoudj’s claim: Six billion 

dollars annually, or about $8 million a 
day from the USA generously 
supports settlement activity, expansion 
of Israel’s borders... 

Fact: First of all, the figures make 

no sense; $8 million/day X 365 days = 
$2.92 billion/year. Besides giving 
billions of dollars to Israel, the only 
true democracy and American ally in 
the region. United States also gives 
Egypt, Jordan, and the Palestinian 
Authority billions of dollars. To claim 
that U.S. dollars in Israel go to 
support border expansion and 
settlement activity is as ridiculous as 
claiming that U.S. money in Egypt, 
Jordan or the PA goes directly to 



funding Islamic fundamentalists, or 
the anti-Israel, anti-Semitic rhetoric 
that spews from these areas. In 
addition, since the beginning of the 
“peace process”, Israel itself 
transfers substantial funds annually 
to the Palestinian Authority, 
supposedly to finance the economic 
infrastructure and development. 
Israel also provided weapons for 
the so-called Palestinian police, 
who have repeatedly turned them 
against the Israelis in recent years. 

Furthermore, Israel is not an 
expansionist power. The occupa- 
tion of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip are a result of the constant 
and continuous aggressions shown 
by the Arab world towards Israel. 
Upon the creation of the State of 
Israel in 1948, Syria, Egypt, 

Jordan, Iraq and the Palestinians 
attacked and were defeated, 
resulting in Jordan controlling the 
West Bank and East Jerusalem, and 
Egypt controlling the Gaza Strip. 
From 1948 till 1967, Jews were not 
permitted to pray at the Western 
Wall (it is what is left of the Second 
Temple, and the holiest site in 
Judaism), while at present, under 
Israeli control, the mufti adminis- 
ters the Muslim holy sites in 
Jerusalem, and Muslims are 
allowed access. In 1967, the Arab 
world was preparing and building 
up forces to invade Israel, which 
resulted in an Israeli counterstrike, 
and the capture of the West Bank, 
Gaza Strip and reunification of 
Jerusalem. In 1973, Syria and 
Egypt attacked Israel on Yom 
Kippur, the holiest day of the year 
in the Jewish calendar. All Israel 
desired was peace, but unfortu- 
nately its neighbours did not 
reciprocate this sentiment 

Hadjoudj’s claim:the IDF use 
tanks, helicopters, planes and heavy 
firepower against civilian targets, 



mainly children, women, refugees, and 
Bedouins... 

Fact: This is a most disturbing claim, 

considering that the IDF tries to minimize 
civilian casualties while targeting known 
murderers and terrorists that Arafat’s 
police force refuses to arrest, thus 
encouraging the spiral of violence to 
continue and accelerate. The actual 
number of children (under 1 8) killed and 
wounded is remarkably low, considering 
that Palestinian children and teenagers 
are systematically encouraged by their 
leaders to confront the Israeli soldiers. 
Moreover, IDF regulations explicitly 
prohibit the use of firearms against 
civilians unless there is an imminent 
danger to life. You would think in the 4 th 
year of law school one would know the 
difference between self-defence and 
murder. 

What’s more, if anyone is targeting 
women, children and other civilians, it 
would be the Palestinian terrorists who 
indiscriminately blow up a pizza parlor 
full of families, or a disco full of teenag- 
ers, or city buses, or train stations, in 
order to kill as many Jews possible, and 
become the martyrs they were trained to 
be. 

Perhaps Ms. Hadjoudj’s commentary 
would have been more insightful had her 
view of the situation come from concrete 
facts and historical knowledge of the 
situation, rather than a summer stint in 
Ramallah, where the Palestinian point of 
view was well demonstrated but not 
counter-balanced by any opposing 
perspective. I would recommend that she 
consider spending her next summer in Tel 
Aviv, where she can be sure not to be 
persecuted in any way for her religion, 
ethnic origin or political opinion, and 
where she will be perfectly safe, unless 
she boards a bus that happens to be 
blown by a Palestinian terrorist. 

One simple truth that Israelis have known 
for a long time and that the world is 
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hopefully beginning to see clearly after 
September 11* is this: terrorism is a 
crime against humanity, not justifiable 
by any political cause. The State of 
Israel is based on the principles of 
democracy, freedom and the rule of 



law and is trying hard to uphold those 
principles in the face of continued 
terrorist aggression that threatens its 
very existence. The United States has 
now declared the same war against 
terrorism that Israel has been in for 



decades. It hardly requires any further 
explanation why the U.S. support of 
the State of Israel is morally justified.
